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DETAILED ACTION 

This Office Action is in response to the Applicants' amendment filed September 
2, 2005. 

Drawings 

The objection to the drawings has been withdrawn. 

Specification 

The objection to the abstract has been withdrawn. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the Invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claim 23 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Hshieh et al. 
(US 6,656,255 B2). 

In regard to claim 23, Hshieh et al. teach a semiconductor device set comprising 
at least one trench-typed MOSFET and a trench-typed termination structure; wherein 
the trench-typed MOSFET has a trench profile and comprises a gate oxide layer 210 in 
the trench profile, and a polysilicon layer 21 1 on the gate oxide layer 210; wherein the 
trench-typed termination structure has a trench profile and comprises an oxide layer 210 
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in the trench profile, a termination polysilicon layer 21 1g with discrete features 
separating the termination polysilicon layer 21 1g, an isolation layer 216 covering the 
termination polysilicon layer 21 1g and filling the discrete features, wherein the at least 
on trench-typed MOSFET and the trench-typed termination structure are formed on a 
DMOS device comprising an N+ silicon substrate 200, an N epitaxial layer 202 on the 
N+ silicon substrate 200, and a P epitaxial layer 204 on the N epitaxial layer 202 (Figure 
2A, column 4, lines 1-67). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-10 are allowed. 

Claims 24-25 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure.
